For  the  men's  tennis  team,  the  season  marked  new 
beginnings,  riot  only  had  Randy  Bloemendaal,  former 
Lees-McRae  College  head  coach,  joined  the  athletic 
camaraderie  as  the  first-year  men's  and  women's  coach, 
but  the  men  's  team  consisted  of  entirely  new  faces.
